DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-14 and 18-39, drawn to an intercalate, classified in class 252, subclass 
378 R. 

II. Claims 15-17 and 40, drawn to a nanocomposite, classified in class 524, subclass 
445. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate-final 
product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the intermediate 
product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are patentably distinct 
(MPEP § 806.05(j)). I n the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful as an 
additive in non-polymeric matrices such as waxes, greases, and lubricants and the inventions are 
deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious 
variants. Furthermore, the intercalate is transformed when used in the nanocomposite because 
the intercalate is exfoliated. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
